Portugal’s ruling generals have a 
secret adviser who has been teaching 
them how to impose a Communist dic- 
tatorship on an unwilling populace. 

He is none other than Cuban Pre- 
mier Fidel Castro, a pre;eminent e^ 
pert at subverting the will of the 
people. 

On April 25, the Portuguese people 
voted overwhelmingly m favor of the

Intelligence reports claim uiat Kal- 
inin was trained by the KGB and w'ag 
assigned to Lisbon specifically to help 
the Communists gain power. He .keeps 
a low profile, but behind the active 
Cubans is a shadowy .Soviet presence. - 
Intelligence rciiorts suggest, indeed, 
that the Soviets are using Hie Cubans 
to manipulate events in Portugal. 

The United Slates, meanwhile, is 
doing little more than watch the Poi^ 
tuguese crisis unravel. To the dismay 
of U.S. diplomats on the scene, .Secre- 
tary of State Kissinger has refused to 
help the moderate Lisbon leaders in 
their struggle against the Icffciving 
radicals. 

■ Some top advisers were hoping, for 
example, that President Ford would 
visit Lisbon alter his stopover in Spain 
last spring. Such a gesture would 
have been a tremendous boost for the 
Portuguese moderates. But Ford and 
Kissinger decided against it, without 
even bothering to ask the opinion of 
tlie State Department experts.
